VACCINATION 

This  is  a free  service,  offered  to  all  hahies,  and  any 
other  persons  for  whom  it  is  necessary.  The  County  Council 
pays  for  the  notification  of  either  successful  vaccination 
or  failure  after  the  second  attempt,  on  receipt  of  the 
record  cards  hy  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

No  action  was  necessary  under  this  section. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  supply  has  remained  inadequate  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  town,  and  has  had  to  he  supplemented  hy  water 
purchased  from  the  Narherth  Rural  District. 

The  Council  is  to  he  congratulated  on  taking  steps  to 
get  an  expert  report  on  the  source  of  its  water  supply, 
and  in  endeavouring  to  ensure  that  the  town  receives  a 
plentiful  supply  of  wholesome  water. 

14  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year  for 
hacteriological  examination.  Of  these  nine  were  sat- 
isfactory, and  five  unsatisfactory. 

SEWERAGE 

The  sewerage  system  is  unsatisfactory,  and  a potential 
source  of  danger  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  town.  The 
outfall  has  heen  a source  of  complaint,  and  it  is  difficult 
to  see  how  this  can  he  remedied  v/ithout  the  construction 
of  a proper  disposal  plant. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  collection  is  carried  out  twice  weekly  "by  a 
contractor  with  a horse-drawn  cart.  The  refuse  is  disposed 
of  by  tipping  on  the  Town  Moor,  where  the  tip  is  also  used 
by  the  Rural  District  Council.  Such  a tip  needs  constant 
attention  to  prevent  it  being  a nuisance  to  houses  in  the 
immediate  neighbourhood,  and  to  prevent  fires,  one  of  which 
caused  some  alarm  in  November. 

HOUSING 

Six  houses  were  completed  by  the  Council  during  the 
year,  bringing  the  total  number  of  houses  built  by  the 
Council  to  20.

My  service  as  your  Sanitary  Inspector  began  on  the 
1st  November,  1951.  The  report  for  that  year  which  follows 
is,  therefore,  compiled  for  much  the  greater  part  on  work 
carried  out  by  my  predescessor , Mr.  A.C.  James  who  I would 
remind  you  was  away  ill  for  part  of  his  time. 

DWELLING  HOUSES 


During  the  year  eight  dwelling  houses  were  inspected, 
one  being  found  to  be  in  a state  so  dangerous  as  to  be  unfit 
for  human  habitation. 

One  house  was  found  to  be  overcrowded.

SEWERAGE 

One  of  the  things  which  particularly  struck  me  as 
a newcomer  to  the  District  was  the  obsolete  and  unsat- 
isfactory state  of  the  town’s  sewerage.  The  Sewers  partly 
of  stone,  partly  stoneware  pipes,  discharge  into  open 
sewers  such  as  I have  never  encountered  before,  and  are 
prejudicial  to  health  or  a nuisance.  New  Sewers  with 
proper  outfall  works  should  be  provided  as  soon  as  possible. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES 


When  I started  work  in  the  town,  the  chlorination 
plant  to  the  town’s  supply  was  found  to  he  out  of  order 
with  chlorination  not  taking  place.  Chlorination  was 
effected  as  an  emergency  measure  hy  hand. 

Pour  samples  were  taken  and  examined;  2 were  unsatisfactory 
and  2 satisfactory. 

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION
